Macmillan Presides

An ex pected July 1 price boost 
to compensate for h igh er labor 
costs h as not materialized. Most 
observers,

commented, 
th ink U.S. Steel Corp., usually th e 
leader in price movements, is wait­ 
ing for a strong market before 
announcing increases. 
Steel 
demad 
is 
increasing, 
•‘Steel” said, aided mostly by auto­ 
motive orders but also to some 
ex tent by th e Middle East crisis. 
In at least one case increased 
demand was traced directly to th e 
Middle East situation. An oil drum

month announced th at h e wanted 
all h is orders delivered at once. 
He guessed th at more drums would 
be needed to airlift oil to th e Mid­ 
dle East, said “Steel.”

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Part of a Tough Trick 


Perhaps the best place to stand to get 
perspectiv e o n United States military inter­ 
v entio n in the Middle East is Lo ndo n, where 
British military interv entio n two y ears ago 
this co ming fall came a cro pper and pul 
Antho ny Eden o n the po litical shelf. 
In that unfo rtunate episo de, which was 
» hared with France and Israel, the aim was 
identical with that o f the United States to - 
day —to upho ld Western military prestige 
against the insidio us undermining o f Middle 
eastern natio nalists who presumably were be­ 
ing egged o n by agents o f the Kremlin. 
It go es witho ut say ing in 1958 and so o n 
went witho ut say ing in 1956 that Western 
military prestige was no t upheld. All that 
was upheld in the end was the integrity o f 
the United Natio ns, which was challenged to 
discipline three o f its o wn members fo r v io ­ 
lating its cardinal rule o f no naggressio n. Due 
largely to the insistence o f the United States, 
the United Natio ns first chastised Britain, 
France and Israel fo r v io lence, then rescued 
them fro m their dilemma by o rganizing a 
U. N. fo rce etc. supplant them in the territo ry 
they had impro perly o ccupied. 
With three impo rtant differences, the United 
States no w is in the same dilemma. First, 
it was inv ited to send its military fo rces to 
Lebano n. Seco nd, they hav e no t launched an 
aggressio n. Third, they can theo retically be 
classified as a U.N. fo rce, because they are 
in Lebano n to preserv e the integrity o f a 
member o f the United Natio ns. 
But the hardest part o f a to ugh trick no w 
awaits the do ing Hav ing reached the dif­ 
ficult decisio n to check natio nalism in the 
Middle East and disco urage Russian inter­ 
v entio n by a demo nstratio n o f military po w­ 
er, the United States no w must figure o ut 
ho w to get o ut o f what co uld easily beco me 


Whose Pentagon Is It? 


In the Senate’s final hearing o n the pro ­ 
po sal to bring the Pentago n under stro nger 
civ ilian 
co ntro l, 
an 
o dd 
circumstance 
emerged. 
Three fo ur-star o fficers, all retired, rev eal* 
ed by their testimo ny that the who le issue o f 
military reo rganizatio n as pro po sed by the 
Eisenho wer administratio n turns o n whether 
the Pentago n is v iewed as its o wn master o r 
the serv ant o f the go v ernment that created it 
Admirals Ro bert B. Carney and Arthur W. 
Radfo rd disagreed co mpletely . Adm. Carney 
tho ught the military o rganizatio n was getting 
alo ng nicely and needed no reo rganizatio n 
Adm. Radfo rd tho ught it either had to be re­ 
o rganized in an o rderly way no w o r reo rgan­ 
ized drastically and v io lently in the near fu­ 
ture. Gen. Carl Spaatz was inclined to agree 
with Adm. Radfo rd. All three men are highly 
qualified. All three hav e the same access to 
info rmatio n. Why , then, do they disagree. 
The disagreement has its so urce in their 
po int o f v iew, no t in what they see. Ev ery ­ 
thing depends o n ho w they lo o k at the same 
facts. 
Tho se who see the Pentago n as its o wn 
master — a department o f the civ il go v ern­ 
ment that has o utgro wn departmental status 
and beco me a separate div isio n o f go v ernment 
—can see no reaso n fo r strengthening civ ilian 
co ntro l. They can see no reaso n, in fact, fo r 
civ ilian co ntro l, o ther than that which wo uld 
be ex ercised by Co ngrew. 
Tho se who see the Pentago n as a serv ant 
o f the civ il go v ernment, o n the o ther hand, 
are frankly alarmed by its pretensio ns o f be­ 
co ming a separate div isio n o f go v ernment, 
with status equal to that o f the ex ecutiv e, 
legislativ e and judicial branches. The issue 
as they see it is whether the civ il go v ernment 
asserts its autho rity no w in a relativ ely mild 
way o r later in a mo re drastic way , after the 
Pentago n finally has gro wn so po werful that 
K canno t be disciplined but must he chastised.

If this new o ne can be put o ut in 
co lo r and with sufficient aluminum trim­ 
mings, the po o r may go fo r it 
We may ultimately hav e a civ ilizatio n 
bo asting o f the two -ro cket garage and mo o n 
pho to graphs in ev ery ho me. 
Engineers may pro duce lo w priced space­ 
ships befo re lo ng. AH it will call fo r them is 
a mo dern Hank Fo rd to make it cheaper and 
sell as “peo ple’s spaceship.” 


THERE WAS A TIME when the auto was 
bey o nd the reach o f the po o r. That perio d 
is lo ng dead. A po o r man’s spaceship may 
seem ex pensiv e but there will be time pay ­ 
ments with the state and federal go v ern­ 
ment hav ing a spaceship finance co rpo ratio n 
thro ugh which y o u can get o ne, with 25 y ear« 
to pay . 
Once a po o r man’s o uter space jalo py 
gets o n the market o n easy terms, ev ery ­ 
bo dy is go ing to feel entitled to it. It may 
be a mark o f underpriv ilege if y o u hav e 
nev er been able to make a flight to the 
mo o n. 
Po litical parties will pro mise to bring 
cheap spaceships within the reach o f the 
co mmo n man. *‘My o ppo nent has failed to 


an indefinite inv o lv ement, like the inv o lv e­ 
ment in Ko rea. 
It is like the trick o f putting an egg into 
a bo ttle who se neck is smaller than the egg. 
It can be do ne all right if y o u kno w ho w, 
but the hardest part is to fo rce the egg back 
o ut o f the bo ttle. 
The Arabs who are fo menting rev o lt 
against pro -Western go v ernments and the 
Russians who are interested in helping them 
put Western go v ernments o n the defensiv e 
in thte Middle East as well as the Far East 
can affo rd to be patient. Time is o n their 
side. The o il that is their bargaining lev er 
can wait in the gro und, if necessary . They 
can wait, to o . if necessary . The lo nger they 
wait, the stro nger will be the natio nalist 
prejudices and co nv ictio ns that are fo rcing 
the Western Po wers to go o n the defensiv e 
fro m the Mediterranean basin to the China 
seas. 
Public o pinio n in the United States has 
rallied aro und the landing o f U.S. Marines 
in Lebano n. It is being po inted o ut by tho se 
who understand the use o f fo rce in interna­ 
tio nal po litics and natio nal security that this 
was the o nly po ssible thing to do , because 
Co mmunism is the real enemy and must be 
sto pped at any co st. 
The same thing was po inted o ut in the use 
o f fo rce to bring abo ut a settlement in Suez. 
The United States, which asserted in that in­ 
stance that the decisio n to use fo rce was 
co ntrary to the spirit o f the United Natio ns 
and wo uld merely hav e the effect o f driv ing 
Middle Easterners o ut o f the Western sphere 
o f influence, no w has its o wn decisio n to 
ratio nalize. It sho uld no t be surprised and 
certainly sho uld no t be indignant if Bsitain, 
France and Israel Kardly can wait to find 
o ut what happens nex t. 


It Wasn't Easy 


The State Department has released diplo ­ 
matic do cuments that rev eal the 
United 
States had learned well in adv ance o f Ger­ 
many ’s intentio n to attack Russia in 1941. 
This is undeniably true, but it is no t the 
sto ry . 


The reaso n U. S. diplo mats knew what was 
co ming in 1941 was named Lo uis Lo chner. 
He was Asso ciated Press co rrespo ndent in 
Berlin, o ne o f the o ld pro s in fo reign co r­ 
respo ndence. 
He made it his business to kno w ev ery ­ 
thing. He Iv .d fo reto ld the German attack 
o n Po land, the march into the Ruhr, the 
seizure o f Danzig and Austria and the o ccu­ 
patio n o f the Sudetenland. 
The o nly thing that hampered Lo chner in 
tho se day s was the skepticism o f the peo ple 
he fo rewarned. They wo uldn’t believ e him 
until what he had fo reto ld happened, then 
they fo rgo t he had to ld them it was go ing 
to happen. 
Finally , the U.S. State Department to o k 
him serio usly o n the inv asio n o f Russia— 
but the Russians refused to believ e it. Lo ch­ 
ner laughed abo ut it afterward. The ineptnes 
o f diplo mats tickled him particularly . They 
nev er knew any thing, he insisted, because 
they nev er tried to find o ut any thing. His 
prize so urce o f info rmatio n was an unfash­ 
io nable barbersho p where German army o ffi­ 
cers liked to get their hair cut. All he had 
to do was keep his ears o pen, and he learned 
ev ery thing he wanted to kno w. Of co urse, he 
spo ke German fluently and understo o d 
it 
equally well, which gav e him ano ther ad­ 
v antage o v er the diplo mats.

America Has N o Reason to Fear Battle of Words 


Summit Could Be 8- Ring Circus 


WASHINGTON (AP)-A summit 
meeting no w in the United Natio ns 
may turn into as eight-ring circus. 
So v iet Premier Khrushchev — 
after 
try ig 
unsuccessfully 
fo r 
mo nths to get the United States 
a meeting to be held to discuss the 
wo rld pro blems — pro po sed such 
a meeisg be held to discuss the 
Middle East. 
In reluctantly agreeing to a 
summit meeting o n the Middle 
East — pro v ided it was held in 
the U.N. Security Co uncil — Pres­ 
ident Eisenho wer threw in a co u­ 
ple o f wo rds which co uld o pen 
a 
pando ra’s bo x . 
He suggested that o ther pro b­ 
lems v ital to peace besides the 
Middle East co uld be discussed 
by the Security Co uncil — and 
presumably by the heads o f go v ­ 
ernment sitting in it. Fo r in­ 
stance: if Khrushchev was mak­ 
ing the United States lo o k bad 
fo r sending tro o ps into Lebano n, 
Eisenho wer under the 
head 
o f 
“o ther pro blems” co uld do this: 
He co uld start talking abo ut the 
sins o f the So v iet Unio n, including 
its brutal suppressio n o f the Hun­ 
garian rev o lutio n. 
Then Khrush­ 
chev co uld rush in with pro po sals 
o n disarmament, an end to nu-

clear testing, o r any thing else he 
had in mind. 
Fo r mo nths this 
co untry 
had 
held o ff o n Khrushchev ’s call fo r 
a summit co nference o n wo rld 
pro blems by insisting there must 
be

agreement befo rehand o n what 
wo uld be discussed. 
But there wo n’t be much time 
fo r such preparatio n o r agreement 
o n what’s to be discussed — o ut­ 
side the Middle East — if the 
meeting is held within the nex t 
few weeks. 
And fo r the United States no w 
to try to delay such a meeting 
v ery lo ng — after Khrushchev ’s 
quick acceptance — wo uld make 
po o r pro pq^anda fo r this co ustry 
in the ey es o f the rest o f the 
wo rld. 
One thing is- sure: any initiativ e 
this co untry might hav e had o n a 
summit meeting — and it nev er 
had much — was lo st to the So ­

The So v iet Premier acted with­ 
in a few day s after American 
tro o ps landed in Lebano n at the 
request o f President Chamo un — 
who said he feared his go v ern­ 
ment wo uld be o v erthro wn. 
Khrushchev accused the United

British tro o ps almo st cer­ 
tainly wo uld no t b pulled o ut o f 
Jo rdan that so o n. 
They were sent in there at the 
request o f King Hussein who , like 
Chamo un, said he feared his go v ­ 
ernment wo uld be o v erthro wn. 
There is a widespread, angry 
Arab mo o d against Hussein and 
against the British fo r rushing in 
to help him. If the British fo rces 
were withdrawn any time so o n 
Hussein’s day s might be sho rt.

M;nister Macmillan and Khrush­ 
chev agreed they sho uldn’t try to 
v o te in the Security Co uncil — 
where the So v iets are o v erwhelm- 
isgly o utnumbered by this co untry 
and_ its friends o n the 11-natio n 
Co uncil — perhaps any talking the 
heads o f go v erment actually did 
publicly in the Co uncil might be 
simply spo ken wo rds. 
There’s no eraso n why they 
co uldn’t leav e their regular dele­ 
gates in the Co uncil then and ad­ 
jo urn to a meeting behind clo sed 
do o rs.

To co nfine the Security Co uncil 
discussio ns to the pro blems o f the 
Middle East wo uld be to deal with 
a manifest sy mpto m rather than 
the disease itself — to talitarianism 
o n the march. 


THE UNITED NATIONS 
was 
designed as a public fo rum. No ­ 
bo dy was ev er suppo sed to dictate 
what its Security Co uncil might o r 
might no t discuss. That was stipu­ 
lated m writing to be the func­ 
tio n o f the members themselv es. 
So , when the So v iet dictato r say s 
he wants o nly certain aspects o f 
the Middle East pro blem dis­ 
cussed, he is taking it upo n him­ 
self to write the rules o f the co un­ 
cil. Likewise, when he suggests 
who sho uld o r sho uld no t be in­ 
v ited to sit do wn with him in the 
Security Co uncil, he is arro gating 
to himself a right nev er besto wed 
upo n him o r any » o ther head o f a 
state by the U.N. Charter. 
If the So v iet dictato r do esn’t 
want to abide by the rules o f the 
Security Co uncil, it will be ev i­ 
dence o f duplicity — say ing he 
wishes to attend but actually put­ 
ting o bstacles in the way .

The member natio ns o f the Se­ 
curity Co uncil sho uld do their up- 
mo st to bring abo ut a meeting 
with Khrushchev bat sho uld no t 
humiliate themselv es by accepting 
his dictatio n o n pro cedures 
o r 
rules abo ut attendance. 
Indiv idual go v ernments can ex ­ 
press themselv es and can pro mise 
to adv o cate so me o f the 
s a m e 
po ints made by Khrushchev but 
they 
canno t bind the Security 
Co uncil in adv ance. 
It is mo st impo rtant that Khrush­ 
chev co me to New Yo rk. It will 
affo rd the many natio nalities rep­ 
resented in this co untry a chance 
to ex press themselv es 
thro ugh 
their spo kesmen and to say o pen­ 
ly what it wo uld be fatal fo r any 
o f their kindsmen liv ing in the 
captiv e co untries in eastern Eu­ 
ro pe to say o ut lo ud. 


A GREAT OPPORTUNITY lies 
ahead to do a co nstructiv e jo b o f 
ex plaining to the who le wo rld just 
what is threatening peace. 
The 
principle applies no t o nly to the 
Middle East but to the Far East 
and Africa, to Latin America and 
to eastern as well as western Eu­ 
ro pe. The Charter spells it o ut: 
“All members shall refrain in 
their internatio nal relatio ns fro m 
the threat o r use o f fo rce against 
the territo rial integrity o r po liti­ 
cal independence o f any state o r 
in any o ther manner inco nsistent 
with the purpo ses o f the United 
Natio ns.” 
It will do no go o d to checkmate 
indirect aggressio n fo r the tims 
being in the Middle East if it is 
permitted to flo urish in o t h e r 
parts o f the glo be. 
This great principle is the crux 
o f the American case, and no ­ 
bo dy need fear the result o f a 
co ntinuo us, persistent champio ning 
o f that idealistic cause by 
the 
spo kesmen fo r the go v ernment o f 
the United States. » 
Premier Khrushchev will hav e 
a chance to learn, if he do es v isit 
America, that this is indeed a un­ 
io n o f free peo ples who hav e co me 
here fro m all parts o f the wo rld 
and who really enjo y rights ufi- 
der the Co nstitutio n o f life, liber­ 
ty and the pursuit o f happiness. 
The betting here seems to be 
that Khrushchev will co me to New 
Yo rk. 
This co rrespo ndent has been in­ 
clined to believ e that the So v iet 
bo ss will no t dare to co me and 
will find an ex cuse to back o ut. 
If he do es co me, he will be met 
with a barrage o f demo nstratio ns 
such as New Yo rk City has nev er 
befo re witnessed. It is to be ho ped 
that Khrushchev co mes — fo r the 
v isit will be largely a pro paganda 
battle but o ne who se o utco me 
America need no t fear. Fo r truth 
and the facts are o n the side o f 
the free wo rld and o nly a tiny 
mino rity — the crav en amo ng us 
—are talking defeatism and sur­ 
render.

general strikes. Khru shchev has 
sent word he does not want this to 
hap p en again. 


THE COMUNIST rev olt fizzled 
last sp ring becau se the French 
working p eop le believ ed in de 
Gau lle. They wou ld not go into the 
streets against him. 
More than 80 p er cent of the 
French workers, according to ou r 
own labor ex p erts here, are for 
him. I learned this for my self by 
going ou t into the Red belt arou nd 
Paris — the hu ge p erimeter of fac­ 
tories and one million workers 
which encircles this cap ital. 
In fact, this is being written in 
a car at the side of a road 15 
miles sou th of Paris, along tne 
Seine across from the Renau lt 
Au to factory in the early morning 
hou rs as more than 30,000 men re­ 
p ort to work. 
When the Commu nists c a l l e d 
their anti - de Gau lle demonstra­ 
tions only 25 Commu nist activ ists 
left the p lant. That’s right, u st 25. 
Yet this i$ the v ery center of the 
Red belt with which the Commu n­ 
ists had hop ed to strangle P a r i s 
some day and so choke all France. 
Bu t now the Commu nist p arty , 
working ou t of a stone-block for­ 
tress-like bu ilding with reinforced 
doors and wire mesh baricades 
gu arding it in the heart of the city , 
are bu ilding their forces from the 
grou nd u p .

THE GOLD POURS ou t of the 
Banq u e Commerciale p ou r I’Eu - 
rop e du Nord, 21 Ru e de l’Arcade 
(8 ). 
This bank freq u ently is the agent 
for Moscow sales of gold here on 
the 
continent 
and 
in 
London. 
Throu gh this bank Sov iet credits 
are transferred to the satellite 
Commu nist nations. 
It is tied in with scores of Eu ­ 
rop ean banking hou ses and fu nnels 
its money into the United States 
as well. Here in Paris it is su ed 
by the Ru ssian to finance enter- 
p rie which, in tu rn, are linked 
with the Sov iet p olitical activ i­ 
ties. The money filters down. 
At this moment the p arty chiefs, 
aging Jacq u es Du clos and the ail­ 
ing Mau rice Thorez, hav e whip p ed 
into action their own secret u nit of 
4.000 y ou nger men. These, in tu rn, 
are trav eling the land setting u p 
action cells in as many factories, 
cities and v illages as they can. 
The Commu nist p arty already 
boasts of “thou sands” of su ch 
u nits. It refers to thtm as Rep u b­ 
lican Vigilance Committees. 


ON JUNE 1 1 . Tho rez to ld the 


French Commu nist Party Central 
Committee that: 
“ In factories, in towns and v il­ 
lages, thou sands of democratic ac­ 
tion committees for the defense of 
the Rep u blic are being set u p .
